Papers in Manning’s pockets show 
he had fought in the St. Mihiel and 
Argonne battles in France, had been 
twice gassed and that he had been 
notified by the Efficiency Board to 
appear for physical examination as 
to his fitness to be a city fireman. 

Whelan also captured Joseph 
Johnson, 27. of 4600 Delmar boule- 
ward, who three years ago lost his 
left leg as a result of bullet wounds 
inflicted by policemen when they 
captured him after a saloon holdup. 
A third man who participated in the 
second holdup escaped and a fourth 
who had been in the party which 
had been driving about the city dis- 
appeared. He had not entered the 
saloon during the second holdup but 
had actively participated in the first. 

The four men first entered the sa- 
loon at 7:30 o'clock, according to 
the bartender, John Laffleir, 2707 
St. Louis avenue. The proprietor, 
Alfred Froelich, was not‘present at 
either holdup. After drinking for a 
time, two of the men, whom he later 
identified as Johnson and Manning, 
left the saloon, Laffleir said. The 
remaining two, one a rather old 
man, immediately exhibited revolv- 
ers and took $25 from the cash regis- 
ter. 

At 9 o'clock, Manning, Johnson 
and a third man, who was one of 
the first holdup pir, re-entered the 
galoon. Laffleir said that Manning 
stood in front of the bar and John- 
gon went behind it, exhibiting a 
revolver, and took $5 out of the cash 

register. The third man took a Sta- 
tion where he could observe three 
men playing cards tn the rear of the 
galoon.- Laffleir said that Manning 
warned him not to move and that 
Johnson demanded more money. 
Laffieir said he offered him $2, but 
Johnson told him to keep it.

JUROR WITH REVOLVER STANDS 
OUT AGAINST OTHERS 18 HOURS 


“Miscarriage of Justice,” Says Judge. 
Directs Investigation of Man Who 
Opposed Guilty Verdict. 

NEW YORK, May 7.—William J. 
Driscoll stood alone 18 hours against 
a verdict -of guilty voted by the 11 
‘other jurors in the second trial of 
Carman Plant, one-time detective 
of Nassau County, indicted on 
charges of criminally receiving 
stolen automobiles. Driscoll drew 
and repeatedly handled a revolver 
in the jury room at Mineola. A 
juror reported yesterday to the court 
officer in charge of the jury that 
he was afraid to remain in the room 
with Driscoll. 

“There has been a grave miscar- 
riage of justice,’’ was the vehement 
comment of Justice Cropsey in dis- 
charging the jury. He denounced 
Driscoll’s conduct, directed an im- 
mediate investigation concerning 
him, and thanked the other jurors 
for proper performance of their 
duty. The jury was in session from 
9 o’clock Thursday night until 4:30 
The third trial 
of Plant was set for May 15. 

Driscoll was declared by 
Cropsey to have been dismissed 
New York police force on 
June 3, 1891, and three years later 
indicted for grand larceny in the 
second degree. No prosecution fol- 
lowed that indictment.

Harding Averages 
95 at Golf, Says 
Grantland Rice 


President’s Best Shots Are Put- 
ting and Mashie-Niblick 
Pitch Over. Trouble. 


| President Harding’s two best shots 
at golf are among the hardest in the 
game—a mashie niblick pitch over 
trouble and putting, according to 
Grantland Rice, who, in the Amer- 


ican Golfer of April 23, gives the 
first intimate and first-hand account 
of just how good a game the Presi- 


dent plays over the links. 

| According to Rice, Mr. Harding, 
under normal conditions, should be 
able to average 95, which, as_ Rice 
Points out, “a great many thousands 


in this country are not.” 

Rice and Mr. Harding were mem- 
bers of a foursome, including also 
Ring W. Lardner and Undersecre- 
tary of State Henry Fletcher, which 
recently played over the Chevy Chase 
course, near Washington. 

Rice's article, which appears un- 
der the title ‘“‘The President's Goif

the issue underlying the case—the validity of the act—the Court disclosed 
the same sharp division of opinion that has marked its findings in prac- 
tically every great case decided during its history. By vote of 5 to 4 the 
act was declared unconstitutional because it provides for Federal control 
of state primaries to choose party candidates for the House and Senate. 

Sixteen of Newberry’s political associates who were convicted with 
him were freed. 

Three separate opinions, aggregat- 
ing close to 20,000 words, were hand- 
ed down. These pronouncements, 
though agreed that the Newberry 
conviction should be reversed, rep- 
resented four shades of thought, HR 
follows: 

1. The controlling judgment of 
five members of the court—Justices 
McReynolds, Holmes, Day, Mc- 
Kenna and Van Devanter—that the 
conviction of Newberry must be set 
aside because based on an uncon- 
stitutional act. 

2. A four-line postscript to the 
foregoing by Justice McKenna, who 
@xpresses concurrence in the opin- 
fon as applied to the statute under 
consideration, which was enacted 
prior to the seventeenth amend- 
ment providing for the direct elec- 

tion of United States Senators, but 
“reserves the question of the pow- 
er of Congress under that amend- 
ment.”’ 

3. The opinion of Justice Pitney, 
concurred in by Justices Brandeis 
end Clarke, that the corrupt prac- 
tices act is constitutional, but that 
because of errors in the instructions 
given by the Court below, the con-

4. The opinion of Chief Justice 
White, who distributes his em-

Judge and a new trial ordered. 


Newberry Was Sentenced. 

Newberry, who was elected to the 
Senate over Henry Ford, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, in November, 1918, 
and whose seat has since been con- 
tested by Ford, was convicted at 
Grand Rapids March 20, 1920, with 16 
of his political associates, on a 
charge of having conspired to violate 
the corrupt practices act and was 
sentenced by Judge Sessions of the 
trial court to serve two years in jail 
and pay a fine of $10,000.

Privilege is as old as man. It is man’s!) 
creation—law-made, and as it is the 
cause of most of our troubles, we must 
abolish it or it will destroy us. 

Privilege is neither capital nor labor. 
It is neither hand nor brain that supplies 
our wants. It performs no part in pro- 
duction. It is a social parasite that is 
sustained by capital and labor. 

Half our total wealth, jointly produced 
by capital and labor, is taken by this 
false and useless partner. This is why 
there is always a conflict between the 
industrious partners in finding a fair 
share of the division. 

We create privilege by law and it nec- 
“ essarily follows, it is at the expense of 
industry. There is an industrial depres- 
sion and after much investigation § that 
does not find the cause of industria) de- 
pressions we are further afflicted by laws 
that safeguard privilege and penalize in- 
dustry. 

The issue ts clear in the Ralston-Nolin 
bill that is now before Congress (the bill 
is backed by a committee of manufactur- 
ers and merchants on Federal taxation 
and the Farmers’ Federal Tax League of 
America), which purposes reducing the 
tax burden on producing enterprises $1,- 
000,000,000 and raise a like sum on the 
non-productive priilege of large land 
holdings by a 1 per cent tax on same 
(after deducting all improvements) above 
$10.000 valuation. 

When we consider the Yand values of 
the country are equal to the industrial 
values (about $140,000,000,000) and over 
five-sixths of the $4,000,000,000 Federal! 
tax is placed on productive enterprises 
and less than one-sixth is borne by land 
holdings, and there are over $50,000,000,- 
000 worth of idle land that does not pay 
any Federal tax at all, it will be hard to 
evade its adoption.

_ League, which was organized on 
May 1, 1916, to perpetuate the mem- 
ory of the woman who instituted 
the system of kindergartens in the 
schools of this country, beginning in 
St. Louis, has been dissolved. Its 


funds will be used for the erection 


of a permanent memorial, which, 
it is felt, will fulfill the objects of | 
the league. There is a fund of about | 
$1000, and the memorial! will be pur- | 
chased with this and placed in or 
near Jefferson Memorial, in Forest 
Park. 

A sun dial, a fountain, a clock 
with chimes and a bronze tablet are 
among the/objects which have been 


suggested for the memorial. The 
selection is to be made soon. Miss 
Mabel A. Wilso principal of the 
Wilson Kindergarten Primary Insti-| 
tution, 5460 Delmar boulevard, was | 
president of the league and chair- 
man of the Executive Board, which | 
has been authorized to erect the | 
memorial. Public school supervis- | 
ors and kindergarten teachers are | 
among the other officers. There are | 
more than 300 members, who are in 
various parts of the country, and 
who, for the most part were friends 
of Miss Blow. , | 
Miss Blow, who was the daughter | 
of Henry T. Blow, a wealthy resi- | 
dent of South St. Louis, for whom | 
the Blew School was named, died in | 
New York on March 26, 1916, aged | 
72. Ag a young woman she spent 
several-years in Europe and studied | 
the Froebel system of primary edu- | 
cation. ‘ Ehe instituted the first pub- 
lic schoo! kindergarten in the old Des 
Peres School in 1873. This is be-| 
lieved to have been the first kinder-, 
garten in the country. She after-| 
wards wrote and lectured on the 
work.

COURT UPHOLDS KANSAS 


INDUSTRIAL TRIBUNAL

Title of Act Creating Court 
| Ruled Broad Enough to 
Cover All Its Provisions. 


‘By the Associated Press. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 7.—The title 
of the act creating the Kansas Cour 
of Industrial Relations is sufficientl! 

| broad to cover all its provisions, the 
| State Supreme Court held today in 
the case against Jerry Scott, 
switchman arrested at Kansas City, 
in the “outlaw” switchmen’s 
strike,’ a year ago.

The Supreme Court reversed the 
decision of Judge W. H. McCamish 
of the Wyandotte County District 
; Court and ordered further proceed- 
ings in the lower court. Judge Mc- 
Camish dismissed the Scott case 
holding that the title of the Indus- 
_ trial court law was not broad enough 
to cover section 17, which makes it 
a felony to conspire to call a strike. 
The law is unconstitutional, 
McCamish held, because it violates 
the requirement of the Kansas Con- 
stitution that “no Dill shall contain 
more than one subject which shall 
be clearly expressed in its title.” 
| The motion of the defense to 
quash attacked the constitutionality 
of the Industrial Court law xeneral- 
ly. The ruling of the trial court, 
however, was based solely upon the 
'ground that the title was too nar- 
row to cover prohibition of the acts 
charged against the defendant. The 
Supreme Court refused to consider 
the arguments of Scott’s attorneys 
involving other questions of the 
law's validity, holding that such is- 
sues may be brought only in case of 
an appeal from a judgment of con- 
viction.

The Employing Printers of St. Louis, who have refused, and will continue to refuse, to 
grant the 44-hour week represent a total of 75 per cent of the printing volume in St. 
Louis. These plants represent 73 firms, employing over 2000 people, with a pay-roll 
of $70,000 per week, doing a total business of approximately $19,000,000 per year. 


The added cost of operating under the 44-hour contract demanded by the printing 
trades unions would necessarily be borne by the public by higher prices for printing, 
at a time when the production should, and must, be increased, and the costs reduced. 

Cutting off 4 hours each week equals, in the year, 26 days of 
8 hours each, or more than an average working month.

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\FEDERAL ROAD AID FOR 
ARKANSAS SUSPENDED 


‘State Declared to Have Under- 
taken ‘‘an Overambitious”’ 
Program. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 7.—Progres- 
| sive payments on Federal aid road 
projects in Arkansas will be discon- 
tined until existing conditions are 
corrected, the Government of that 
State has been notified by Secretary 
Wallace 

The State also has been informed 
that all Federal payments will be 
withheld until existing projects are 
completed and that the State au- 
thorities must maintain Federal id 
projects already completed. 

In making this announcement to- 
day, the Department of Agriculture, 
said Wallace, acted on recommen- 
dations of engineers of the Bureau of 
Public Roads who recently investi- 
guted the question of taxes imposed 
on agricultural lands as a result of 
“an over-ambitious” road program in 
Arkansas, the competency of the 
State Highway Department to han- 
dle the program, the administration 
of that department and other. road 
metters. 

Secretary Wallace called attention 
that numerous projects had been 
suspended for lack of local funds 
and that in other cases payment of 
Federal aid had had to be discon- 
tinued after being begun because of 
unacceptable work. 

“Conditions such as those outlined, 
if permitted to continue,” said Wal- 
lace, “will result in the total or par- 
tial waste of moneys expended in the 
improvement of the projects in- 
volved, and this waste of funds ap- 
plies to the Federal funds paid in 
projects as well as to the local funds 
expended on them.”
